TAMING 
Experiment Now in Progress in the 
rench Congo. 


In ancient times, as is well 
known, the African elephant was 
domesticated by the Caraginions, 
who employed it in their wars with 
Rome. No African race has since 
succeeded in reclaiming this highly 
intelligent and naturally docile an- 
imal, a fact which has often been 
cited in proof of the general infer- 
iority of the Negro race. 

A successful experiment in tam- 
ing the African elephant was made 
some years ago in the French Con- 
£0, while out of eight captured in 
Kamerun in 1900 three were gsuc- 
cessfully tamed. European officers 
generally, however, have been very 


unsuccessful in their attempts at 
taming the beast. But the Belgian 
officials in the Congo now seem to 
have sueceeded where so many have 
failed. 

Although no details are available 
as to the methods employed, there 
seems to be no doubt whatever that 
African elephants are now daily en 
gaged in hauling carts containing 
mails and goods between Buta 
(on the Rubi River) and 3ambili 
(marked in some maps as Bomo 
candi), on the Welle, a distance of

PROMOTER AND PRIEST 


FATHER PARADIS IS A UNIQUE 
FIGURE IN THE NORTH. 


The French-Canadian Who Was Onco 
a Teacher of Civil Engineering at 
Ottawa University Six Years 
Was Also a Lawyer, and His Skill 

Lumber Company—

Bankrupted a 


Owns Forty-Five Claims. 

One winter on the Gatineau River 
a settler “put in’ a good, big cut of 
logs, writes S. H, Howard in The To- 
tonto Weekly Stir. In those days a 
settler was ontitled to the timber 
which grew on his own plage, and it 
was the custom for him to cut it him- 
self and sell it to the lumber company 
on the river. The lumber company 
would measure it, and pay so much a 
foot, board measure, for it. The set- 
tler used to wonder how it was he 


could work all winter and receive so 
little fur his labor, to say nothing at 
all about his logs. He was not an ex- 
pert scaler himself, to be sure, but 
he could estimate more in his cut than 


the lumber company’s scaler ever 
could, and he suspected something 
wrong. 


This. sort of thing, however, had 
been going on for years. There seem- 
ed no help for it. The settlers were 
poor French-Canadians with little in; 
fluence and less education, There 
seemed no way of checking ‘the lum- 
ber company save by approximate es- 
timates and guesses that sounded con- 
clusive to no one, but the settler him; 
self. But at the same time the settler 
knew in his own mind that he was 
being cheated; knew that his booms 
of logs contained more than he was 
being paid for; knew just as a man 
who has much walking to do knows 
how far he has come in a day. 

That .Gatineau settler was very 
much put out. He went to the priest 
and to him he told his suspicions. He 
knew he was being robbed. If he 
could only get some one to scale his 
logs, some one independent of’ both 
the company and himself, then may- 
be he could get justice. But who was 
there? Whom could he trust?” 

“{ will scale your logs,” said the 
priest. “You may trust me.” 

That priest, it seems, had taught 
civil engineering at the University of 
Ottawa for nine years. He could scale 
logs and do a great many other things. 
His name was Pather Paradis, born 


below Quebec.” ; 

Father Paradis scaled up the logs 
of this Gatineau habitant, measured 
them as they floated in the river -in- 
side the boom, and found the worst 
suspicions fell short of the mark. On 
is own responsibility he broke the 
company’s seals on the boom, and re- 
placed them with his own. Then he 
altered the company’s tally to agree 
with the true measurements, and left 
word that in case of any dispute he 
was prepared to be called upon. 


paid full price for the logs and sued 
Father Paradis for breaking their 
boom-seals. The reverend father 
pleaded his own case, Law, too, had 
formed part of his remarkable educa- 
tion. The court decided in his favor. 
The lumber company appealed. Again 
Father presented his own case, and 
again he won. ‘There was a further 
appeal. He won in the Supreme Court, 
The company took the case to the 
Privy Council, and the reverend fath- 
er, nothing daunted, crossed the At- 
lantic and fought the habitant’s battle 


won, with costs. This, of course, was 
final. The lumber company was done.’ 
Legal expenses had mounted tu a disz 
astrous height. Unlike Father Para 
dis, they had not been able to presént 
their own case. Other misfortunes 
pressed upon the company, and it 
went bankrupt. Their old mill, one 
of the largest in Ontario in its day,. 
has fallen in, and the machinery has 
been taken away and sold. 

Father Paradis figures now in the 
Porcupine country. He owns a stop-

Father Paradis, is one of the most 
famous and the most picturesque per- 
sonalities of New Ontario, Sixty-two 
years of: age, he is as Straight, as 
wiry, and as sound as an athlete.

hot chestnuts are not served; it is 
only in Paris that the delicious fruit 
is at hand at every corner, to cheer 
and console the dark and waning au- 
tumn days; and to Paris it is a far 
ery. 

“Suffice it then to say that 
professors also are as inealeulable. as 
diversified, as those olsewhere. You 
never know them by their appearances 
only; you never can interpret» them 
merely from their chairs. We have a 
Professor of Ethics, and he drives,

as inseparable from the Rugby team 
as their mascot; but, be careful, or 
you will be again mistaken, this lover 
of athletics has a horror of war; he 
also is anti-militarist. 

“And our militarists then, where 
are they? Why in the department of 
Mathematics of all places, two of 
them in that department already mili- 
tarists, and the third half-way towards 
militarism; for the third member of 
the department, the third (or solid) 
dimension of their space, besides b>- 
ing the greatest punster and humor- 
ist of our staff, and the best dancer, 
is, also the invariable attendant at 
Niagara Camp dances and at other 
military dancing; the virus of militar- 
ism has. reached at least his legs. 
Have I not said enough to prove that 
our professors are as incalculable, as 
many-sided as their polygons. 

“You cannot prophésy of them from

The Professor of Greek is a young lay- 
man, very young and very lay indeed; 
his speech betrayeth him, but cur 
Professor of History, who is an elder- 
ly clergyman, is invariably taken for 
a-stock broker, with whom indeed he 
has deep affinities; he might have 
passed into aviation and we should 
none of us have wondered, one form 
of sky piloting succeeding another, 
but to become a stock broker is a sea 
change rich and rare, possible only to 
a professor. Let me conclude my eu- 
logy by quoting of our Faculty the 
words used by a previous orator on a 
kindred theme, ‘age cannot wither, 
nor can custom stale their infinite

Brainard and Long were 
under the fallen canvas of the adjoin- 
ing shelter, It remained light, of 
course, the sun at this season being 
continuously aboye the horizon. Con- 
nell passed into the unconscious state 
which was the prelude of death, The 
other six men, supremely indifferent 
to everything, lay idly dozing. 

But the evening still was young 
when, seemingly from a distance, there 
came a sound that forced itself upon 
their attention. Once came the sound!

One of the most prominent histori-

the other a bronze tablet on a marble 
monument at Queenston Heights, 
near Brock’s monument, but recently 
completed. 

All who knew Laura Secord in her 
time testified to her noble character, 
and there were none who did not re- 
joice to see her honored before her na- 
tion as,.perhaps, its bray t woman. 
She was of fair face and kind brown 
eyes, and a sweet, loving smile hover- 
ed about her mouth. The bust at 
Lundy’s Lane more justly represents 
these characteristics of her features, 
while the recently completed tablet at 
Queenston Heights represents her in| 
old life wearing her quaint white cap 
framing a face lined with care. 

There are plans in a more or less 
completed state to honor other Cana- 
dian women in the near future, and 
there has been some very recent talk 
of a memorial to the mourning queen 
mother, Alexandra. Only a few days 
since a huge deputation were sent to 
ask the Government for funds to erect 
a monument to the men who fell in 
the war of 1812, and in summing up 
their appeal they asked that it be not 
only to commemorate the men who 
fought and fell in that war, but also 
to the women who aided them so val- 
jantly, many of whom loaded their 
husband’s »muskets and helped in 
every way in their power to carry the 
war on to victory. ‘‘They,” said the 
speaker, “‘merit honor cuite as much 
as tue men.”

for twelve years he was a conspicuous 
figure—conspicuous, not because of 
the high offices he filled or the power 
he exercise, but because of his 
strong personality, his clear-cut and 
often amusing characteristics. In 
short, Jean Baptiste Morin was>a 
character, but one that not only af- 
forded entertainment to those whose 
good fortune it was to be associated 
with him, but that also inspired re- 
spect among opponents and won con- 
fidence and affection among friends. 
In fact, it can be truly said of Mr. 
Morin that, while he had_ political 
adversaries, he had no enemies. For 
twelve consecutive years, that is, from 
1896 to 1908, he sat in the House of 
Commons for the County of Dorches- 
ter, Quebec. At least one-half of the 
members now composing the House 
were personally acquainted with Mr. 
Morin, and it is safe to say that not 
one of these members learned of his 
death without a feeling of personal 
bereavement. Those who sat in the 
House with Jean Baptiste Morin will 
even hold him in kindly remem-

Accompanying the announcement 
of Mr. Morin’s death were published 
sketches of -his career, telling how 
his ancestors came from St. Etienne, 
France, away back in 1636—only 
twenty-cight years after the founding 
of Quebec by Champlain, and six 
years before the founding of: Montreal 
by Maisonneuve. They settled in 
what is now Montmagny County, and 
some of their descendants are living 
The late Jean 
Baptiste was born not far. distance, 
at St. Henedine, in Dorchester. As 
a lad of sixteen he went to the United 
States to make his way in the world, 
and he succeeded. He learned the 
coal and the lumber business. He 
engaged in both and made money. 
He carried on the business of a rail- 
way contractor; and made more 
money. After>~a sojourn of thirty- 
two years he returned to his native 
province, where his people dwelt and 
where his heart had ever been. He 
served his parish and his county in 
municipal affairs, and in 1896, when 
the tide of Liberalism swept the 
country he stemmed it in Dorchester, 
and went to the House of Commons 
to sit in Opposition. 

For twelve years he sat there, and 
never was member more diligent in 
his attendance. Whoever might be 
absent when the Speaker took the 
ehair at three o’clock it was not Jean 
Baptiste Morin; whoever might steal 
away to \his lodgings during the wee 
small hours of an. all-night sitting, 
Jean Baptiste Morin remained at his 
post until the House adjourned and 
everybody went home. It seemed to 
be of little concern to him whether 
his country permitted him time to 
sleep or not. 

None of the members of his time 
heard more speeches and delivered 
fewer. And yet he was not a silent 
member, for upon about’ every im- 
portant question he spoke once, usual- 
ly briefly, but always with great 
earnestness. With few exceptions he 
spoke in English, and it was to some 
extent because of his rather pictures- 
que use of a language that was not 
his mother tongue that he was al- 
ways listened to with interest and 
often with amusement. 

But it must not be thought from 
this that he could not or did not 
treat a subject seriously or effective- 
ly. Nature endowed Mr. Morin with 
more than the average ability, and 
although his endowments had not 
been developed by what the world 
calls higher education, he had been 
trained in the harder school of action. 
He never failed to make his points, 
and when the subject was one about 
which his experience gave him special 
knowledge, his points. were telling 
ones against those whose views he 
opposed, 

In the official, social life of the 
capital, which is open to every mem- 
ber of Parliament, Mr. Morin took 
part freely and with evident enjoy- 
ment. What made him conspicuous 
there was the unconventional manner 
in which he observed the conven- 
tionalities.

| To Restrict the Sale of Weapons 
The act vestricting the sale of offen- 
sive weapons, passed at the last session 


of the Ontario Legislature, went into 
force on Saturday last by proclama- 
tion of the Lieut.-Governor. The act 


provides that every person who ex- 
poses for sale or sells any bowie-knife, 
divk, dagger, stiletto, metal knuckle 

skull-cracker who 
sells a revolver, pistol or air-gun to 
any person other than the holder of a 
certificate from the Provincial 
other police stating that he is entitled | 
to purchase any of those things, is | 
liable to a fine of from $20 to 200, 
The purchaser is equally liable under 
the act. 

Records must be kept of all saies 
made, with name of purchaser, and 
failure to comply involves a fine of | 
from $25 to $200. A further penalty 
of $50 is provided for failure to report 
sales every three months to the Pro-} 
vincial Police. 

Officers are given power to search 
people whom they have reason to be- | 
lieve are carrying concealed weapons, 
and vegwations are included looking 
to the deportation of foreigners upon 
whom such weapons are found.

The judge is Toronto born. Many 
years ago his father was head of Up- 
per Canada College there.

He talked to his friend Harry Ward, 
M.P. for East Durham, also a devotee 
of the new game, and they, with the 
Hon. Arthur Stanley and a few oth- 
ers, had a meeting called in Toronto, 
which resulted in the establishment 
of the Ontario Hockey Association. 


Canning by Machinery. 


Since so much has been written 
about the uneleanliness of canned 
meats, canned salmon has come in 
for its share of doubt, but a visit to a 
canning factory in British Columbia 
usually dispels all qualms. There 
was a time when much of the work 
in the factories was done by hand, 
but that time is past, except in the 
smaller factories. In the old days the 
fish were counted and put on tables, 
behind which Chinamen stood with 
large knives, and cut off the heads 
and tails and retoved the entraifs. 
Now beside the table a large machine 
called the “Iron Chink’ does the 
work of many Chinamen. Then in 
days gone by Indians washed the fish 
and sent them on to be-cut into pieces 
of a convenient size to go into cans. 
This work was done by hand, but 
now machinery does it all. After the 
salmon is packed in the cans, the 
cans are all soldered and are then 
put into test tanks. Here if any flaws 
in soldering are detected, the cans 
are set aside. If not, they are plac- 
ed in a resort and subjected to a very 
high degree of heat which thoroughly 
eooks the fish. The cans are again 
tested and then conveyed to the label- 
ling and packing rooms. Care is tak- 
en to insure cleanliness, and to pre- 
vent contamination of all kinds.

GRISTLE BREAD. 


A Favorite In Norway and In Parts of 
Germany. 

“What is gristle bread? Why, that,” 
said a baker, “is a kind of bread that 
is pecullar to Norway and to some 
parts of Germany. In Norway it has 
been made for many years, and here 
there are bakeries in which it is made 
for Norwegian patrons who still pre- 
fer it wherever they may be. 

“In making gristle bread the loaves 


are laid on boards and put through an 
extra heated oven in which there is 
baked on them an outer crust or skin, 
the gristle. Then the loaves are turn- 
ed over and put through the oven 
again, so that the gristle may be baked 
all over them. This quick oven makes 
only that outer crust on the loaves, 
which are then placed in another oven 
for their final complete baking. 
“Originally in Norway gristle bread 
was made of rye flour only. In this 
country there was a demand for a 
handsomer and larger loaf, and wheat 
flour was mixed with the rye, as has 
now to some extent come to be the cus- 
tom in Norway also. Here the pro- 
portions now used are about half and 
half, the result being a bigger loaf of 
the same weight as one of all rye. 
_ “Gristle bread costs more than or- 
dinary bread because of the greater 
time and labor required in making it.” 
—New York Sun.

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WHITE DEER SKINS. 


They Passed About as Banknotes at 
One Time In China. 

In China, the first country in the 
world credited with using banknotes, 
certain skins were so valuable that 
they were accepted as cash and passed 
from band to band in the same way 
as banknotes are at the present day, 
ae negotiability of these skins arosé 
thus; 

The Emperor Ou Ti, being in want 
of money, gave his treasurer to under 
Stand that such a state of affairs 
must not continue. At that time it 
Was customary for princes and court- 
fers on entering the royal presence to 
cover their faces with a piece of skin. 
Taking advantage of this custom, the 
treasurer ordered a decree to be issued 
forbidding the use of any other skins 
for this_purpose except those of a cer- 
tain white deer in the royal parks, 
Immediately there was a demand for 
pieces of these skins, which, being a 
monopoly, were sold at a high price 
and the royal coffers refilled. The 
steady value of the skins thus secured 
made them readily pass and acceptable 
as an equivalent of coin of the realm. 

In the Russian seal fisheries of Alas 
ka the workmen were formerly paid in 
the currency stamped on squares of 
walrus hide.—London Tit-Bits.

No wonder, therefore, 
that lung troubles are far more preva- 
lent in Madrid than in St. Petersburg.
